SAIGON

six-hour fight. Tank-led communists 
have taken virtual control of the 
province capital of An Loc, 60 miles 
north of Saigon, South Vietnamese 
spokesmen said. 
The South Vietnamese command 
said the Communist troops struck 
Trang Bank along Highway 1, 10 
miles from the Cambodian border, 
in a daring daylight assault The 
attack was the closest to Saigon on 
any populated area since the North 
Vietnamese general offensive began 
March 30.

Vietnamese were killed and another 
seven government soldiers wounded 
before the Saigon troops could drive 
the attackers from the town. 
The U.S. command diverted six 
waves of B52 bombers to support 
troops at An Loc overnight. They 
also dumped about 500 tons of high 
explosives in strikes within a mile of 
the Bmh Long province capital. 
Communist troops hold virtually 
all of the city with the main force of 
South Vietnamese troops defending 
only the province and military head­ 
quarters at the southern edge, 
Saigon spokesmen said. 
The year’s first monsoon rain cut 
off all tactical air strikes in and 
around An Loc for a time Saturday 
morning, but a military spokesman 
said the weather cleared and “ we’re 
really pouring it in on them ” The 
B52s, which fly at 30,000 feet, are 
unaffected by the weather.

Friday attacked near An Loc, where 
Communist forces had bottled up 
the remaining defenders inside a 
few crumbling buildings, but failed 
to blunt the Communist advance, 
even though at least 10 tanks were 
reported knocked out. 


Military spokesmen also reported 
heavy fighting along Highway 13, 10 
miles south of An Loc. They said 36

North Vietnam evacuates 
civilians from capital 


SAIGON (U P I)—North Vietnam 
has begun evacuating all civilians 
employed in nonessential services 
from its capital of Hanoi to refugee 
centers set up in the countryside, a 
diplomatic source said Friday. 


“ The streets (of Hanoi) are now 
deserted except for old men and 
critical 
government 
employes,” 
said 
the 
source, 
who 
travels 
regularly from Saigon to Hanoi as 
part of his diplomatic mission 
He said the evacuation began 
about mid-April after the first U.S. 
air strikes on Hanoi this year. The 
movement of civilians not needed in 
Hanoi for essential government, 
industrial or military work was 
proceeding in an orderly fashion, the 
diplomat said. 
Diplomats from Poland, Canada 
and India travel between the two 
Vietnams 
as 
members 
of 
the 
International Control Commission, 
which is charged with maintaining 
peace in Indochina. 
The diplomat said he saw a 
children’s hospital in Hanoi that had 
been hit by American bombers early 
this month, despite the fact a large 
red cross was painted on the roof. 
He said he saw “ up to 10“ dead 
children in the rubble. 
The evacuation of Hanoi was 
carried out by government vehicles, 
which moved the population to the 
countryside, he said 
“ The people know where to go. 
There are signs telling those from 
each part of the city which area they 
will go to,” he said 
Whole city wards are being re 
established in the countryside, the 


diplomat said. 
Schools, 
now 
closed 
for 
the 
summer vacation, will be reopened 
at new areas outside Hanoi in the 
fall, he said. 
The evacuation is the second from 
the North Vietnamese capital since 
the second Viet nam war began. 
U.S. air strikes from 1965 to 1968 
forced the civilian population out of 
most of the cities. 
The diplomat said most city 
residents had returned to their 
homes in 1969, but plans were drawn 
up for hasty evacuations in case of 
renewed U S air strikes.

City’s financial future said bleak 


Five year projections show that Lompoc will begin operating in the 
red next year and, under present revenue collection procedures, will 
continue to sink deeper and deeper each succeeding year, according to 
statistics revealed tins week by the city 
By the 1977 78 fiscal year the city will be *570,850 in the hole if the 
property tax rate and other revenue sources are not sufficiently 
increased, according to Marvin Ixiney, Lompoc finance director 
Loney’s year by year projections from now until 1977 78 show that 
the growth rate for general fund revenue will be only a little over two 
per cent Expenditures will grow about five per cent. 
The present property tax rate is *1 69 per *100 assessed valuation 
One dollar of tins is for the general fund and 18 cents tor the library 
fund looney says both funds will begin falling short next year because 
the city’s assessed valuation lias decreased in each of the past three 


years and is not expected to increase a sufficient amount the next five 
years. 


Loney does anticipate increased valuation during the next five years 
but, based on the past few years, tias kept the estimated increase low 


Loney has estimated the city’s general tund revenues will climb 
from $2 24 million this year to only $2 33 million in 1977 78 He expects 
expenditures to climb from *2 28 million this year to *2 9 million in 
five years 


His projections show the electric fund and wastewater fund to 1m- in 
"excellent” and * good 
conditions respectively, for the next five 
years, but he lists the water fund as insufficient at tfie present time, 
let alone five years from now 


His projected figures for the water fund show it to be operating at a 
deficit of *86,000 at the present time For 1977 78 Umey expects 
revenue to increase to *650,000 and expenditures to *895,000 


He expects the solid waste fund to be in the hole by some *22.000 by 
1977 78 


The extensive report was presented to the city council Thursday for 
their use and consideration in dealing with the 1972 73 fiscal 
preliminary budget 


City Administrator Gene Wählers has not requested a tax rate 
increase this year but he has suggested the council might want to 
consider a slight increase to help future problems

Taxable sales in the city of Lompoc 
climbed to $37,057,000 in 1971 according to 
statistics released today by the state board 
of equalization 
This total, based on 421 permits, is an 
increase of more than $1.5 million over 1970 
when the total was $35,533,000 for 390 
permits. 


The total taxable sale in the state reach­ 
ed a record $46 8 billion during the year, an 
8.3 per cent increase of almost $3.6 billion 
over 1970. 
The board of equalization reported the 
increase resulted from a hike in the volume 
of merchandising and not from inflated 
prices. 
Santa Maria taxable sales went up to 
$116 9 million from $102.6 million and Santa 
Barbara city sales climbed to $226.3 
million for 1971 from $210 4 million 


A breakdown of Lompoc sales shows that 
although the number of retail permits 
stayed about the same, 199 in 1971 to 200 in 
1970, the 1971 retail sales climbed to $34.2 
million from $32.2 million 
The number of permits in all other 
outlets, other than retail, went up from 190 
to 222 in 1971 but there was a slight 
decrease in sales from $3 3 million in 1970 
to $2 9 million in 1971. 
The board of equalization reported that 
expensive purchases (cars, mobile homes, 
boats, planes) were at such a high level in 
1971, that a leveling off is expected in 1972 
because many persons will still be making 
installment payments. 
Sales and use taxes continued to be the 
state’s major source of revenue, bringing 
in $1.9 billion from state sales tax and $49 
million from local sales tax.

Starting July 1, most trail bikes, dune buggies and mini - 
bikes used exclusively off the highway for recreation in 
California must be registered 
Robert C. Cozens, director of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles, said the new requirement results from legislation 
enacted last year — the Chappie - Z’berg Off-Highway 
Motor Vehicles Law of 1971. It applies to vehicles not 
otherwise licensed for street or highway use. 
Cozens said DMV’s local offices throughout the state will 
be prepared to accept applications for off-highway vehicle 
identification by June 15. 
A major portion of the revenue from registration fees 
will go to provide special off-highway vehicle recreation 
areas through a program administered by the California 
Department of Parks and Recreation. 
Cozens explained that the new law was supported by 
major motorcycling, dune buggy and four - wheel drive 
vehicle organizations, and also had the backing of 
conservationists, stockmen and other interests sharing the 
use of California's deserts and forests. 
He said that the off-highway vehicle legislation is 
intended to ; 
1. Ease some of the pressure on public land usage and to 
protect environmental values by setting aside certain 
special use areas. 
2. Provide funds for planning, acquiring, developing and 
maintaining such trail systems and courses. 
3. Establish a means of identifying and controlling types 
of vehicles not previously subject to registration. They now 
will bear reflectorized stickers or decals prominently 
displayed, thus aiding law enforcement. 
The $15 registration fee is for a two-year period ending 
June 30 in even - numbered years. Of this amount, $4 is 
rebated directly to the owner’s home county in lieu of all 
personal property taxes on the vehicle 
The California Department of Parks and Recreation 
receives $6 from each registration fee Of this, up to one- 
half will be available for grants to cities, counties and 
special districts on a matching fund basis (75 per cent 
state, 25 per cent local). Grant monies will be used to 
establish mini-bike parks, trail bike courses and other local 
facilities for off-highway vehicles.

Registrar of Motor Vehicles John McLaughlin said the 
number of vehicles needing the off-highway use sticker is 
estimated at more than one million in California 
“ However, until we have had at least two years' 
experience with the new program 
he said, 
we have no 
way of knowing how many registrations to expect. 
Manufacturers and major California distributors tell us 
that a figure close to 1.5 million is realistic, based on their 
sales records and expectations. 
“ Right now, though, we don’t know how many of these 
vehicles are used solely on private or commercially - 
operated land, or how many are street - licensed but are 
being used also as off-highway vehicles. Both of these 
categories would be exempt from the new requirement 
We’ll just have to wait to find out 
Exempted are vehicles used only in competitive events 
on closed courses, provided that a recognized sanctioning 
body has approved the event or that appropriate local 
authority has issued a permit for the event

Speedway to determine the starting line up for the May 27th 
500 mile race The fastest average speed of a four-lap total 
turned in by a driver during those runs on Saturday will 
^ivc that driver the number one starting position, 
regardless of anybody going faster on Sunday or next 
weekend when qualifications are terminated. 
Speculation is running high as to what speed will be 
necessary to grab the "pole” position Estimates run from 
188 mph all the way to 193 mph 
It’s a certainty that a new record will be established 
peter Revson qualified for the pole position last year at 
178 969 mph Early this week seven cars were running in 
the 185188 mph bracket Gary Bettenhausen cracked 190 
mph. 
Even though there are 81 automobiles entered in this 
year’s Indianapolis 500 mile race, only a few can be counted 
as contenders to grab the number one starting position The 
drivers who will be the most closely watched by the 250,000 
people who find their way into the speedway facilities are 
Joe Leonard, A1 Unser, Bobby Unser, Peter revson, Mark 
Donohue, Gary Bettenhausen, A J Foyt and Jim Malloy.
